JAML5 R. KEENE DIES AT NEW YORK AiXER 
A SURGICAL OPERATION. 



Achieved Phenomenal Success as Breeder and Owner 
of Racing Thoroughbreds, as Well as in Matters 
of Finance — His Fame World-Wide. 



•Tjiiurs K. has gone tin* ultimate way of all 

lliings aniiiialr. having died yesierday morning in 
a Ni'w \ Oik sanitarium following an operation for 
abdominal trouide. and in Ids taking awav death 
has removed one wlio at <»ne time was tlie‘ leailing 
turlman i»f ilie wmid. He was hy Idrlli an Euglish- 
man. hut. iM-ing luought to tins eoiinlry hy his 
I'urenfs wlien a lad of fourteen, grew up to In? an 
Amernan in his manner of thought and the lines 
ol his many underpikings. He was born in London 
III ISCls. the son f*f a lamdon merehant ami n»eeivtMj 
Ills i‘arly ediK'atimi in ji r.lncolieliire si-hm>l primarilv 
and afterwanls in a nnblin s<*h«Md. His parents 
eame to this eouutry in ls.-,2 and tinally settled in 
northern California, nf a<-tive mind and siM*eiilative 
inclinations, he engaged in various enterprises as 
lie advanced to manluMHl .-ind. among otluT things, 
at one time jmldished a country newspaper. He 

tM*camc intert‘st«*d in Nevjida mining affairs and. 
ih«*n going to San Frauciscu. imterml the mining 
stock market and speedily acquired a fortune. Ke- 
cimiing a mendu'r <*f tin* Stm*k Exchange he was 
elected Its president and on the <Kcasion of a 
iiieiumahle panic was one of four men who coiitri- 
.mtetj a million dollars to a guarantt*e fund tliat 
saveti the Rank »>f California from hankruptev. 
Ahandoning California, he went to New York in 
1K77 and quiikly made his influence felt in Wall 
sirei t hy soiiH‘ daring stock oiieratious that brought 
him large profits. New York has been his home 
ever since. TluaMigliont his long residence there he 
was oiK‘ of the master minds of Wall stris't and, 
while now ami then imsding rt‘verses in its tiuauciat 
ionvulsions. always roc-ouped his losses and died 
tin* iiossessor of a gn‘at fortune. While a voung 
man in California he marled .Miss Sara Haingerfleld. 
danght<*r of Col. la roy Haiiigerheld of Virginia, and 
I has two living ciiildreii surviving, ids son, Foxhall 
1’.. and daughter .Jessie, the lattiu' now the divorced 
wife of T. .1. Taylor. 

•Mr._ Keene’s first year of prominence in racing was 
in lS7h. I’nwiously he liad Ikhmi known as a daring 
and successful speculator in mines. sto<-ks and grain 
His advent on the turf was attended with a displav 
"f the s-a^Mcious understanding of its requirement’s 
that he had- shown in other fields of activity. He 
luol aeipiired possession of a magnificmit tlinH*-vear- 
old in the ehesinut colt. Spendthrift, l»v .Vustr’alian 

.\iMolit«‘. and with him w<*n that year’the Itelmout 
Slakes. L<»rillar«l Siak<‘s. .Fersey Derby ami Champion 
Slakes, and ran .second in ihe Withers Stakes. Trav- 
ers Stakes. Kenner Stakes ami .Jerome Stakes. It 
was a year of graml race horses, ami at the outs 4 d 
It was the general opinion tliat (Jeorge I.,orillard’s 
la'amington colt, Harold, would prove the ehi.mpion 
o| Ihe year. He was. indeed, a line specimeni of ihe 
high-class thoroughbred, but Spendthrift sism proved 
hiiiiMdf im-ontestaldy lii.s master. Spendthrift’s first 
noa- \yas ailemled with scandal that did not disap 
pear for a long time aft<*rwards. This was in the 
Withers Slakes at .Ier<une Dark. Harold was a 
hot favorite at ’J to ,7. Spendthrift was at " to 1, 
and his stahlemute. Dan Sparling, was at ,7 to 1. 
’file hetiing, ami it was heavy betting in thos<' ohi 
ilays. was mainly on Harohl and Spiuidthrlft. Har 
«»ld was left at the post in a bad start ami at the 
tinlsli Spendthrift uas pnlle«| un tt» let Dan Sparling 
win. The outcry was something fearful. It was 
alleged that tlie Keen* comie<tions had qiiiidly 
haeki-d Dan Sparimg and won a huge sum. and there 
M’ere md lacking iliose who were read.v to alh‘ge tha; 
Harold’s Ihdiig h*ft at the po>t was oul.v a part of 
a deep laid plot to des|>oi| the imhlie. 

Sonic da.ys later St»end*hrift disi>osed of a i*art 
ol the foolish talk that f(dlow»Hl the Withers mis- 
chanres by def^'atiiig Leorge Loriilaril’s great ]»air. 
.Monitor and Handd. so (bM-isively in the B«'Iiiiont 
Slakes that his superiority Ins-amc at, once a matter 
not to be questioned. Hut later on in tlie s«mson 
a «*oli came out of the west fullv able to vanquish 
even the miglity Spendtlirift. This was .J. W. Hunt 
Ueyiiolds’ great Liiquinr «-olt. Falsetto, His first 
meeling with Spemlihrifl was in the ’rravers Staki^s 
at .Saratoga. \lr. ’.s .supposed invinciliie was 

au odds on favoril<‘. but. with l-Hiic .Mnrjihy in the 
i-addle. Falsetto defeal(*d him b.v tw’o lengths in a 
S' cue o| ind<‘s<-ribaide 4‘.\<itement. I-ater on at the 
same meeting Falsetto again defeated Sp<'Ddthrift 
with as sigtiifii-ant ease in the Kenner Stakes, at two 
miles, and I'ierre l.orillard gave for him 

and t<H.k him to England. 'Hiere he broke down 
before lM*iug raced, but not N'foie being tried mit 
to be Iweuly-eighi pounds l*<qtei- than I’arole. Ho 
was returned to this »-omiir.v to beeoim* one of its 
most Micc«‘ssful siios. SjM-udthrift als<F was after- 
wards so sm-e«'ssful in the stud as to have two sous. 
Kingston and Hastings, whieh lieaded the .\incrican 
sire li^t when in tlieir turn mmiJ to the stud. 

H was m-ar tliis time that .Mr. I\4 Hmio did his first 
raelng abro.id. He sent two yearlings over to Eng- 
land. Foxhall Jiiid I»on Fiilano, and in IKKi. when 
FoxIihII was a tlir<*e year old. won with him thr 
(•rand Duke .Michael Stakes. Cesarewitch. SeU'ct 
Stake-, ami ( ambriflgeshire in England, and the 
(Hand Fri.v de Paris in Frani-e, With Inapiois win 
ning the Newmarket Stakes. Hiirwell Stakes, Epsom 
Derti.v Prince of W.ib'S Stakes at .\seot. St. .Tames 
Palace Stakes. Doiu'asfer St. I.eger and Newmarket 
iKuli.y for I’i^Mie Lorillard that same year, it was an 
Am«*ric-iii invasion that <-ame ^•b►se to ruling the r«H»st 
in England and dwarfs the ’’invasion” of tht* present 
lime. I»on Fnlam» and Foxhall were b<*th by King 
.\lfoimo. and as the former was from the ilam of 
Harry Hass«‘tr. h<* was expected t<» prove last in 
racing, tmt it turned out the other way. Don 

Fuiano w.-is only fairly useful, won the New N’ur.ser.v 
Stake- at the Newmarket Houghton meeting when 
a iw o yejii old. was third to F'eregrine and Iroquois 
in the 'lAvo Tlion-aml (Juineas. unpla<‘(>d in the 
Derby and r.-iri second to Foxhall in the (Jraml Duke 
Michael^ Stakes, and that was all. Mu the tdher 
hand. Foxhall was a grand race lior.st* and his f»‘at 
of winning tin* C^'sarevviich with lid pounds u{» and 
tin'll taking up pg»; :iud taking the Cainbridgi'sliire in 
a field of thirty two starters made him out to be 
«!mhiI the greatest handicap horse of all turf his 
toi-y. 1 idiiektiy his success in Hie -tml was not 

coieu'ensurale with his fame as a racer. 

This first period in Mr. Keene’s cxperii'tice as a 
tiirtiijan was internipteil by Wall street reverses 
th it mado it ueeessaiy for him to devo|«; his time 
Hi.d talents for some .vears to tinaneial f<*i^ce lui'iid 
lug. Hut lie had «ievelopef| a fondness for racing 
that was not to |n* qiienetuHl and. wlu*u r#>a«lv. ro 
turned to active i»arti<ipatioii again. His second 
periml might be aiquopriately termed th< peri<»d of 
Domino. Witii this magnitii ent two vear old he 
Kwept the boards in lKp.7 ami won with liiiu that 
.Tear tlie surpassing total of $l7d.smY This son of 
Hiinyar was the keystone of Mr. Keene’s sidis«>- 
«|iu*ni pliemum'iuil siieees.s as a tnrfmaii ami brtM'der. 
Kent to tin* stud »':irly. lie died when still a quite 
young liorse. bnt not iiiiHI he had !>egotten a nnmlHT 
of splendid racers f«>r Ids owner, witli one of wliieh. 
Pap and Ifills, .Mr. Ivf'eiie won the Epsom Oaks iii 
J^M)I and witli aiiotiier. Disgni.st'. ran tliird in the 
L>ptK>m iK'iby of I'JiJU and with the tame good colt
